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Senfible  Reflections  on  th^  Complaints  of  the  People  of 

BosTaN. 

ITiATHLY  read  an  account  of  the  mcafures  taken  previous 
13  the  late  commotions  in  Bofton,  which  place  them  in 
a  very  different  point  of  light  from  what  I,  and  probably 
Bi'ill  other*?,  have  hitherto  viewed  them. 

There  feems  to  have  been  a  meditated  plan,  of  minifters 
and  mmifterinl  people,  to  excite  thefe  very  troubles  which 
they  have  unhappily  ratfed.  Information  received  here  from 
a  G — — -r,  notorioutly  at  enmity  with  the  people,  and  their 
reortTentatives,  and  immediate  powers  veiled  in  him  to  pu- 
ftiih  ihofe  whom  he  had  mifteprefented,  in  the  molt  feverc 
.  manner,  could  only  produce,  what  it  was  intended  to  produce^ 
defperatc  act  ;  in  conlequence  of  polliffnng  the  people 
tilth  a  belief,  that  they  had  nothing  to  hope  from  our  jujltce, 
every  thing  to  lean  from  our  feverity*  The  difturbances  at 
Boilon  may  therefore  be  juttly  conlidered  as  the  immediate 
confcquences  of  this  pernicious  management,  the  contention 

fiibiiiling  between  the  people  and  G . . . r  -■  d  fccoiided 

by  ilie  prefent  a— n  ;  and  the  queftion  now  will  he,  n<Jt 
whether  this  country  is  to  fupporr  its  d^ifty,  fupremacy,  and 
fu|)eriority,  over  the  colonies,  but  whether  fhe  Ihall  undertake 
the  fupport  of  a  provincial  G  »  "-^r  in  his '  party-pimies,  or 

a— n  in  dieir  irritatmg  and  arbitrary  mea lures,  lo  as  to 
become  the  avengers  of  the  little  enmities  of  the  one,  or  fup- 
porters  of  the  de^tic  rule  of  the  other.  For  what  adl  could 
favour  more  of  defpotifm,  than  a  S-— 't— y  of  S-*— e  (ending  n 
requifition  to  a  free  aflcmbly  of  the  people,  to  obey  his  man* 
date,  under  the  penalty  of  immediate  didbhition  ?  Was  this 
afleinbly  any  longer  free  ?  The  fame  methods  were  ufed  t6 
l?he  affcmbly,  or  houfe  of  commons  of  this  nation,  in  the  or* 
♦bitrary  reigns  of  KUzabeth  and  James ;  in  the  lad  of  rhefe 
they  were  openly  declarfd^a.  violation  of 
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hoiife,  and  tlie  right  of  the  crown,  to  intcilere  or  controiil 
them  in  their  proceedings,  was  abrolutcly  denied.  Let' u* 
Ihppofe  the  ininidcrs  were  to  fciul  a  direction  to  the  city  of 
l^oudou  iu>t  to  j)roteecl  in  peliiioning  againfl.  any  niiniltcrial 
bill,  under  the  penaltv  of  having  their  charter  taken  away; 
would  not  this  be  julUy  regarded  as  the  highcfl  acd;  of  arbitrary 
p  vver,  anil  a  moll  dangerous  invalion  on  the  liberties  of  the 
Idl  je  i?  And  rarely  the  treatniciu  of  the  E(  (ton  Alfembly  is 
of  f)  prccifcly  liinilar  a  nature,  as  to  ftrike  us  in  the  fame  o- 
dioiis  liglit. 

fr  in  this  threatening  requifilionjW  penal  nan  cl  ate,  have  all 
the  diilnrbar.ccs  that  have  fince  happened  in  Boflon,  nioft 
CNklentl)  lloNved ;  and  therefore,  in  jullice,  the  advifers  of 
this  inealiire  art*  anfwcrablc  I’or  all  the  confequences.  The 
tumults,  conventions,  rcfolves,  are  all  the  portentous  produc¬ 
tions  of  this  one  act ;  an  act,  tyrannical  in  iifolf,  and  parental 
of  lyra’iny  in  others.  For,  under  the  iliadow  of  this  inea« 
fuiv,  C — r  11 — d  iminedi  itely  took  upon  himfclf  to  tell  the 
people,  their  reprcfenialives  Ihonld  not  meet  again  till  he  had 
orders  lor  it  from  lionic  ;  though  their  charter  diret^ls  it  to 
meet  every  year  without  limitation.  The  Governor  thought 
lie  inlghi  prcfunic  to  threaten  the  annulling  that  charter,  the 
iVcedoin  and  iiiiliry  of  which  the  S— y  of  S— e  had  al¬ 
ready  ahlvilntely  clcilrovcd. 

Shall  Nve  then  add  new  gj  iev.mccs  to  the  opprelTions  already 
fullaiiu'tl  by  the  iinhajipy  people  ofBofton?  Shall  we  call 
them  reheUions,  hccaufe  they  arc  difturbed  at  feeing  illegal 
extcriions  of  autlioriiy  ende  avoured  to  be  enforced  over  them 
by  military  execution?  A  furer  method  than  tlib  to  alienate 
fvjr  ever  from  his  iMajelly  the  ailcclion  of  Ills  American  fub- 
jeets,  and  turn  their  iniiids  from  us,  our  iiiofl;  deadly  foes 
louUl  no:  c!c\lfc. 

Shall  we  adopt  the  harni,  tlic  arbitrary  language  of  fome 
luifceliitg  people,  thiit  America  mvjl  j car  vs  before  Jl)e  loves 
vs:  mull  lyc  at  vvr  fett,  before  \\v  lijlcjs  to  her  complaints* 
Tiiefe  are  terms  lit  for  tyrants  to  tiieir  jlavc?  ;  not  for  fellow- 
Ihhjcc'ts  to  fcllow-fiibjec'ts;  for  Ih lions  to  Brltilli  Americans, 
'rhe  idea  ol  the  incanell  free  man  of  ibis  realm  compelled  to 
Hoop  at  the  feet  of  the  proudelt  lord  this  land  contains,  lliould. 
be  diftlaiiucd  with  indignalior..  Tb.e  arbitrary  principles,  of 
thole  inc’U,  Ivmiih  from  them  all  >'iifiioin  as  well  as  juftice; 
for  who  would,  if  he  were  wife,  e  xpreft  love  to  rife  froxn/f^r, 
\vben  the  palTion  it  naturally  produce s  is  deadly  hate? 

Far  oiiicr  language,  far  ether  leniiincnis  mull  we  conceive, 
if  wc  uould  conciliate  the  averted  inclir.atiotis  of  cur  cclonieif 
•  if  we  oiiid  ceniciit  a  permanent  union  with  them,  re-efiabifli 
and  maiuikiu  our  valuable  coiumcice;

If  VC  were  what  we  ought  to  be,  the  fimplicity  of  natural' 
flicaking  wcie  enough  to  perfuade  us  to  goodnefs:  But  as  the 
y  fy.w  of  our  innocence  has  been  long  fiiice  enervated,,  art 
cimes  in  wiih  its  aid,  and  lias,  in  the  fchools  compofed  two 
lints  of  remedies;  the  one  violent,  called  the  moving  .oj  the 
the  other  pleafant,  whereby  perfuafion  fwectly  in-* 
lliils  iifeh  into  the  mind,  called  elocution^  both  of  them  nia-_ 
iKii^Cil,  not  .IS  laudable  in  themfelves,  but  as  nccelTary  to  the* 
i:itir:nitic.s  of  the  auditors. 

Elocution  is  generally  divided  into  two  parts,  purity  anA* 
orv.aw.i'nt  ;  which  feeins  to  be  his  fenfe,  who  prelcribes,  Ut 
r  rhd  lint  Lithidy  aperta,  ornata:  Latina^  that  they  do  not* 
b  calv  the  laws  of  received  grammar,  Aperta,  by  propriety  and 
life.  OniMay  with  tropes  and  figures.  But  if  this  be  all,  we 
cinnot  rightly  call  elocution  ftyle.  The  judicious  placing  of 
'\ords  and  figures  is  alio  neceflary.  Hence  tlie'beft  mailers 
recommended  elegance,  compofition  and  dignity.  Under  the 
llrft  is  underft‘>od  the  Latinifm  of  the  Komans,  Hellemfm  of 
the  Greek iy  and  Tufeanifnt  of  the  Italians,  &c.  according  to 
the  language.  Compofition  exprefles  the  right  placing  of 
words  and  periods;  and  Dignity,  the  ornament  which  the 
Writing  receives  from  figure.s, 

III  line,  a  difconrfe  Ihould  be  clear  and  perfpicuous,  which 
is  chietly  derived  from  the  propriety  of  it ;  but  dilcretion  xnuft 
]irefcribe  a  meafuie,  that  it  be  not  low  and  grovelling.  Alfi> 
that  fort  of  ornament  mull  be  cholcn  which  fits  the  dilcouiie: 
For  one  kind  becomes  the  hillorian,  another  the  orator;  and 
all  mud  vary  habit  as  the  matter  requires.  Regard  mud  alio 
be  had  to  the  found  and  numbers ;  for  even  prole  has  its  pro-, 
portionable  numbers;  whereof  an  ear  tluthas  coatra^^  4^ 
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good  habit  is  the  belt  judge:  And  here  it  were  to  be  wiOied 
that  ioine  modern  authors  bore  more  refpe^t  to  the  ears  of 
underd.iiiding  men.  Idiofc  alfo  oiFeud  in  elocution,  who 
for  in  a  dii'courle  made  up  of  bits,  not  connected;  every  three 
words  a  period;  every  where  a  fenteiice,  which. docs  not  a- 
orec  with  what  went  before,  nor  call  for  that  which  follows.

IMAGINE  a  vafl  quarry,  abo'^t  an  hundred  fathoms  over, 
and  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet  deep,  to  which  you  defceiid 
b}  lUirs  cut  in  lUc  rock,  or  by  wcMiden  ladders  .where  the  rock 
lails  ;  at  the  bottom  you  enter  a  narrow  cavern  frightfully  dark 
and  dreary.  From  this  dreary  manlion  you  defeend  by  hold 
of  a  long  piece  ofliglited  deal,  by  another  llonc-v\unding  ftair. 
cafe,  to  a  fqiiare-hole  perpendicular  to  the  horiLon,  about 
four  feet  over,  and  thirty  deep,  fiimilhed  on  each  fide  with 
ladders  fallcncd  together,  by  which  you  are  to  defeend.  At 
the  foot  of  thefe  ladders  you  enter  another  narrow  cave, 
M'hcre  you  behold  tiie  niiferablc  miners  at  their  .work.  Thefe 
unhappy  moitals  are  alnioll  naked,  lying  on  the  ground,  with 
their  Hr  matches  lighted.  The  paflage  is  narrow,  and  the 
licat  in  thefe  fubtcri  aneous  places  vej  y  lUlFocating.  After  ad- 
vancing  a  little  you  defeend  farther,  and  find  cavities  of  thirty 
or  forty  feel,  terminated  by  vaft  wells,  communicating  with 
each  other  by  narrow  jiafiages.  In  feveral  of  them  the  rock 
is  fnpportcd  by  walls,  in  otliers  by  props  of  wood  ;  yet  not- 
w  ithilauding  all  the  precautions  thele  miners  often  pcrilli  by 
the  earth’s  falling  in. 

•  After  vil:ting  thefe  pafTages,  you  defeend  to  the  bottom  of 
the  largelt  well,  whofe  depth  is  about  lix  hundred  and  forty 
yards.  To  afeend  from  this  dreary  abode,  you  are  placed  in 
one  of  the  buckets  which  draw's  up  the  ore,  and  nmft  hold 
fall  by  the  chains  which  fallen  them  to  the  ropes.  ,  If  you  arc 
not  very  careful  to  guide  the  bucket  from  lime  to  time  as  it  is 
drawn  up,  by  pnlking  againll  the  rocks,  you  run  ihc  haxard 
of  being  i.nockcd  on  the  head,  or,  at  lealt,  greatly  hurt,  by 
the  other  bucket  which  delccnds  in  proportion  as  yours  a- 
feends.  .  .  ,  - 

This  is  but  a  lllpht  view*  of  thefe  horrhl  manlions;  a  dread¬ 
ful  lilence  reigns  among  the  miners,  in  whofe  faces  the. image 
c*  death  fccins  U)  he  painted;  no  glimpfe  of  joy  is  left  to  thefe 
unhappy  mortals;  iliey  are  forbid  even  to  wbifUe,  or  ling* 
Surely  the  h<t  of  the  wretch  condemned  to  fulfcr.deathii*  fe*" 
prefcralk  to  that  of  ihtfe  uiifonunatc  men.  whoni  poverty 
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In';  rairlcd  into  caverns,  which  nothing  but  the  infernal  {hades

Tlie  1‘agacity  of  the  Finland  horfes,  Mr  Outhicr  tells  us^ 

verv  roiiiarkahle.  In  May,  when. the  fnows  arc  melted, 
ilu*  holies  leave  their  ftables  and  repair  to  certain  parts  of  die 
joreiKs  where  it  (eeins  they  hold  a  general  rendezvous. 

'I  'luTO  they  form  themfclvcs  into  different  coitipanies,  which 
lu’iihcr  iVparate  nor  even  mb;  with  others,  and  each  company 
(Inillsa  pariicular  place  ofpafture,  which  they  never  quit  to 
cncp)  i(h  on  the  tciTitory  of  others.  When  they  have  confum- 
c(l  ilie  crafs  in  diis  diiiriel:^  they  decamp  with  the  fame  order 
t  )  . mother  ]>art.  The  policy  of  thefe  focieties  is  fo  well  regu- 
litcil,  aiul  their  marches  fo  uniforn,  that  their  mailers  know 
a!\v:ivs  where  to  find  them  in  cafe  they  are  .wanted,. and  after 
thrir  rvork  is  done,  the  horfes  return  to  their  companions  in 
ilie  woods.  Ihit  in  September,  when  the  cold  feafon  fets  in, 
tbev  unit  the  forells  in  troops;  and  each  returns  to  his  maller’a 
ihilcl 

Tiicfe  horfes  are  finall,  but  brilk,  fure-footed,  and  no  ways 
xitims.  I'hc  greater  part  of  them  are  alfo  gentle,  though 
f  r.'c  arc  diliicult  to  be  catched  or  harnefed  to  carriages, 
'riiav  are  uhially  in  good  cafe,  when  they  return  from  their 
fcrefl  e.\|>cditloiis ;  but  the  continual  labour  they  are  put  to 
(I'ultig  the  winter,  and  the  little  food  given  them,  loon 
hriiifr  them  down.  They  roll  themfelves  on  the  fnow  as  dur 
horfes  do  on  tiic  grafs,  and  in  the  inoft  fevere  cold^iland  night 
after  niglit  in  the  yard,  as  well  as  in  the  liable.

Account  oj  the  Life  of  Torq^uato  Tasso,  the  fcmotis  Itth 

lian  Poet. 

^^'OneWATO  TalTb  was  defeended  from  the  noble  family 

A  of  the  Torregiani,  lords  of  Bergamo  and  Milan,  which,- 
being  expelled  by  the  Vifeenti,  fettled  in  the  molt  advanta- 
.ccous  parts  of  the  mountain  Tallb,  from  which  the  family, 
Irofn  this  time,  took  its  name. 

He  w'as  the  fon  of  Bernardo  Tallb,  the  author  of  feveral  in- 
p:enh»us  coinpofitions  both  in  verfe  and  profe,  and  of  Portia  de

Sorento  on  the  nth  of  March  1544.  The  fondnefsof  the 
Italians  for  their  moll  admired  author,  has  cauled  them  to  re¬ 
bate  many  extravagant  fidlions** concerning  him.  They  pre- 
tend,  that  at  fix  months  old  he  not 'only*'fpoke  clearly  "and 
diltin^iy^  and  expreffed  his  wants,  'but  that  he  anl'wered 
quellions,  thought,  and  reafoned.  *  -  w

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.  His  father  heuig  obliged  to  accompany  the  Prince  of  Saif nw 
to  the  emperor  Charles  the  V.  upon  a  deputation  from  Naples 
m  remauRrate  againR  creeling  the  inqiiititioii  there,  commit¬ 
ted  the  care  of  his  (bn,  then  three  years  old,  to  AngeUizra 
8  man  of  great  learning,  who,- we  are  told,  at  this  tender  agej 
began  to  teach  him  grammar  :  at  four  he  was  Cent  to  the  Je* 
fixiis  college,  and  at  feven  was  well  acquainted  with  Latin 
and  Greek.  At  the  fame  age  he  is  faid  to  have  made  puUic 
orations,  and  compofed  forae  pieces  of  poetry,  which  had  no-  ! 
thing  childilh  either  in  the  thought  or  exprelfion. 

The  Prince  of  Salerno  fucceeded ;  but  the  viceroy  of 
Naples,  by  whom  the  project  of  eliablilhing  the  inquisition 
in  that  city  had  been  formed,  conceived  fb  bitter  a  refentmciil 
againft  him,  as  the'  inftrument  of  felling  it  afide,  that  he 
found  means  to  incenle  the  emperor  againft  hhn,  and*  the 
|frince  thinking  it  proper  to  retire  to  Rome,  Bernard  Taflib  . 
went  thither  allb,  taking  with  him  Torquato  his  Ion. 

The  prince,  with  all  his  adherents,  was,  (bon  after  their 
departure,  declared  rebels  to  the  Hate,  and  in  this  declara¬ 
tion,  Tiurquato,  though  no  more  than  nine' years  old,  was 
iicluclcd. 

At  twelve  years  of  age  he  went  from  Rome  to  Mantua, 
•where  his  father  had  entered  into  the  fl-rvice  of  the  Duke 
Gugllclmo  Gonzaga  :  he  had  then  completed  his  knowledge 
of  the  i^tm  and  Greek  languages ;  he  was  well  acquainted 
with  chctorick  and  poetrv',  and  a  mafterof  Ariftotle’s  ethics; 
he  had  alfo  iludied  the  precepts  of  Mauricio  Cataneo  with 
particular  attention,  and  ever  after  reverenced  him  as  a  fc- 
-oond  father. 

lie  was  Ibon  after  lent  to  the  univerfity  of  Padua,  and  in  his 
1 8th  year  puhlifhcd  his  Rinaldo,  a  poem  written  upon  the 
plan  of  ’Home^^s  odylley.  This  extended  his  reputation 
.throughout  all  Italy,  hut  greatly  difpleafed  his  father,  who 
forefaw  that  it  would  feduce  him  from  ftiidies  of  more  ad- 
, vantage:  he  went  to  Padua  to  remonHrate  againft  his  appa¬ 
rent  pnr;K)fe  of  giving  himfelf  up  to  pliilofophy  and  poetry, 
and  made  ufe  of  many  very  harih  exprelhons,  which  Taflb 
heard  with  a  patience  and*  tranquillity  that  made  the*  old 
gentleman  (lill  more  angry  :  Of  what  ule,  (fays  he,*)  is  that 

*  pbilofipliy  on  which  you  value  yourfelf  fb  much?''  It  hits 
-OitZl'  Ic*.  (replied  TafTo,)  /a  sndure  the  harflmefs  of  your 
ftyree/x. 

He  foon  after  went  to  Bologna,  by  the  invitation  of  the  city 
and  .college,  but' in  a  iittle  time  returned  to  Padua* at  tht 
prelTxng  inllances  of  Scipio  Gonzaga^  whq  had  been  eletlefl 
prLue  of  tnc  academy  that  had  beca  eftabliihed  in  that  cHy 
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[v  the  uniif  •>('  /I'.thcrci.  He  was  incorporated  into  this  To-, 
c  a  .  ,  iip  *n  himfcir  the  name  of  Pcntito.

he  ’vvas  about  27,  he  made  a  journey  into  France

(’diaries  the  IX.  the  wretch  who  afterwards  perpetrated 
I  be  horrid  mallacrc  called  Sr  Bartholomew’s  day,  which  will 
Aeiuk'r  his  luitne  infamous  and  ileteitaLle  to  the  lateft  gene¬ 
ration. 

From  FVance  he  returned  to  Ferrara,  w  ith  the  cardinal,  the 
next  \ear,  and  puhlifhed  a  palloral  comedy  tailed  Aininta;  this 
was  received  with  univerfal.applaulb,  as  a  malbcr-piecc  in  its 
Ixi  id,  arc!  is  the  oriiiiual  of  the  Pallor  Fulo,  and  Filli  di  Sciro.* 
lu  the  30ih  year  of  his  age  he  linilhed  his  Jerufalem,  and. 
tlic  whole  was  reprinted  and  publilhed  together :  the  fuccefs, 
ol  It  was  allonilhing;  it  w'as  tramllated  into  Latin,  French, 
^ipandh,  and  even  the  oriental  languages,  almoU  as  (bon  as  it 
appeared. 

But  it  was  TalTo’s  fate  to  become  wretched  from  the  mo¬ 
ment  that  he  gained  the  fummit  of  reputation:  very  foon. af¬ 
ter  bis  Jeriifalem  was  publiilied,  he  loll  his  father,  who  died 
St  Ollia  upon  the  Po,  the  govcrnn>cnt  of  which  place  had 
been  given  him  by  the  Duke  of  Mantua  ;  his  Jeruialem  was 
attacked  by  a  fw'arm  of  ignorant,  but  petulant  criticf,  who 
gave  the  preference  to  the  rhapfodies  of  Pnlci  and  fioyatdo  5. 
and  the  perfidy  of  a  friend  drew  upon  him  znuch  ^eatcr 
nu^rtimes.  -  ,  ^  *

This  frictid  wai  a  ge:itlcniaa  of  Ferrara,  to  ,\\hom  Taflo 
had  hidiftrcell^  cominui.icaied  fome  traolaClions  of  a  very 
ilellcatc  nature,  toiuen.ing  i.’h  patron  the  duke,  wit  If  whom 
he  lived.  Tli  is  fccret  he  Ing  betray  tu,  Tailb  reproatlitd  lu» 
friend  for  his  treachery,  and  iltis  icproatli  was  retorted  in 
fuch  a  manner  provoked  TafiTo  to  ilrike  him  ;  a  ch.allengc 
immediately  enfiicJ,  aiid  llie  oppmients  met  and  engaged; 
but  daring  the  renccmiucr,  three  brothers  of  TaiTo’s  antago. 
uill  came  ap,  and  fell  upon  him  together:  TalTo  defended 
liimfclf  fo  well,  that  he  wounded  two  of  iljcin,  and  kept  hb 
prouiid  againil  the  others  till  foine  people  came  up  and  part¬ 
ed  ihciii.  Tills  made  a  great  nuife  at  Ferrara,  where  iiothiiig 
>yas  lalkctl  ol  l>nt  the  valour  of  I'alFo,  and  it  became  a  khid 
of  provcib,  Th..t  Tallh,  with  his  pen  and  his  fvsord,  was 
^  lupcrior  to  a}l  men/’ 

'idle  duke  being  i  kfoimeu  of  the  quarrel,  baniflied  the  bro* 
ih.cis  ftoiii  his  vloudiiior.s,  and  coofillatcd  iheu*  eftates,  pra- 
Ywlvcd,  perhap*',  not  lef.  b\  liiedhhjcct  of  the  quairel,  than 
by  the  unmanly  attack  of '1  alio ;  but  as  the  ful)je<ft  of  the 
ijuarrel  drew  hh  it ilniiinciit  aifo  upon  Tallb  hiiufclf,  he  Unit 
l»i;u  up  in  prlum,  under  pretence  of  fecuring  him  from  any 
faiuve  attacks  of  his  entniie  s. 

,  TuiTv)  Ihund  means  to  efcaj  e  from  this  confnement,  after 
having  fnilV.cd  it  aboai  a  year;  and  being  now  about  34  years 
of  age,  reiucd  to  Tinln,  where  he  was  fooii  known  and  re- 
iOinmeiiiled  to  the  l>uke  of  Savoy,  who  Ihewcd  him  many 
marks  of  elleein  and  afieotkin;  but  Taflo  fearing  that  the

his  fi lend  IMauritio  Catanco,  v\ho  received  him  with  great 
kindnef  ,  and  the  whole  city  fccined  to  rejoice  at  the  piclencc 
of  fo  extraordinary  a  perfon.  He  was  vifiteil  by  princes,  car* 
dhials,  prelates,  and  all  the  Icari.cd  in  gcnri  al :  but  beiiig  iin* 
patient  of  exile,  and  longing  to  letuni  to  his  native  countryt 
and  to  fee  h. is  Idler  Cou.clla,  who  lived  at  Saicnio,  he  left 
his  friend  Catanco  ore  evening,  withe  ut  gi'irg  him  any  no¬ 
tice,  and,  fetilr.g  out  on  foot,  aiilved  il.e  fame  night  al  thp

(>41  tlie  Ollier  fide,  there  are  two  women,  who  contcll  with 
o:^c  another  who  Ihall  be  the  wife  of  this  imp<.>n;or  ;  and  wdio' 
aliedging  that  they  had  married  him  as  the  eldell  fon  of  that* 
'.'•man,  demanded  each  of  them  a  maintenance,  and  all  the 
advantages  which  they  faid  the  lavv  had  given  them  by  thciF 
contract  of  marriage. 

In  line,  a  mother  and  fon,  being  deceived  by  releinblauce^ 
have  adopted  ibis  impoilor  as  a  fon  and  brother,  who  up|>ear- 
c  d  lo  to  iheir  eyes.  The  fon  faw  him  married  as  his  brother 
to  ilic  lirlt  woman  ;  the  mother  and  fon  married  him  as  their 
Ion  and  brother  to  th«  fecoiid  woman.  ,  \ 

On  the  one  pu  t,  thefe  tvvo  women  fue  the  mother  and  the 
f>n  as  ibc  authors  <d*  the  inipodure,  and  want  to  make  them 
bcirb  anfwerable  for  the  unhappy  confequences  of  their  ad¬ 
venture.  .  . 

f>n  the  other  hand,  the  mother  alledges,  that  flic  is  not 
liable  for  any  of  the  demands  made  upon  her  ;  and  the  Ion 
dcfircs  to  be  freed  from  the  obligation  of*  the  deeds,  which, 
he  had  ligned  in  favour  of  the  two  women,  becaufe  he  had 
l)ecn  deceived  in  the  firll  place.

Claude,  (that  was  the  name  of  the  eViell),  at  the  ac;e  of 
fourteen  t<M)k  a  fancy  for  the  army,  and  his  father  imme- 
cliately  procured  him  an  cnfip;ncy  in  the  re^inient  of  CUi.lcu. 

'  In  1638,  this  Claude  de  Verre  having  quitted  his  father’s 
h  nife,  to  join  his  regiment,  vvas  not  heard  of  till  tiie  year 
1651,  for  reafons  which  have  never  been  made  known.  A- 
bout  that  time  the  regiment  of  Harcourt  having  been  ordered 
to  lay  fiege  to  the  cadle  of  Saiiiiuir,  011c  of  the  oflicers  hap. 
peiieJ  to  pay  a  yiht  to  JMadam  de  Chauvigny,  vvho  was  then 
a  widosv,  and  retired  to  her  country  houfe,  where  fhe  lamehc- 
en  iiiceflfantly  both  the  lofs  of  her  huft:and,  and  abfcncc  of  her 
eld  ell  (bn. 

James  de  Verre,  her  fecond  (bn,  upon  the  (irfl  fight  of  this 
officer,  imagined  he  beheld  the  inoft  exadt^  refemblance  be- 
tween  bhn  and  Claude  his  eldcll  brother  ;  and  when  he  prc. 
fented  him  to  his  mother,  he  told  her -his  thoughts  ;  and  fl:e 
Was  (b  ffruck  with  the  notion  that  (he  faw  before  her  her 
ddeft  (tin,  that,  confiilting  only  her  atfeetion,  and  quite  tratjf- 
ported  with  the  tendered  emotions  of  joy,  (lie  addrelfed  hun 
tied,  telling  him,  that  he  was  that  loft  fon  whom  (he  had  fo 
long  fought  for  in  vain. 

•  The  officer  at  lirft  coldly  denied  it  ;  bnt  this  backwardnefs 
inflaming  ftiil  more  the  eagernefs  of  iVIadani  de  Chauvigny, 
die  (lill.hififted  that  (he  had  fi>nnd  her  fon  in  that  officer  who 
had  now  paid  her  a  viiit  ;  and  preired  him  fo  much  to  tell* 
Ixn*  the  truili,  and  make  hini(elf  known,  that  he,  in, his  turn, 
hr  fought  her  to  fiiffer  him  to  defer,  till  next  day,  giving  her 
that  fati.^faction  which  he  was  not  in  a  condition  to  do  on  the 
('->*>r  ;  ar.d  »V]adam  de  Chauvigny  could  not  refufe  him  fo 
fliort  a  delay.  • 

*'  The  officer  pnncftnally  brought  her  in  the  morning  the  an- 
fver  he  had.promifed  her  the  evening'  before.  Bat  one  inttft 
he  a  mother,  mnft  feel  all  her  emotions,  and  mull  long  have 
lamented  the  lofs  of  a  dear  and  abfent  fon,  to  imagine  wilh^ 
what  joy  he  was  received  by  Madam  de  Chauvigny,  who 
waited  (or  him  with  the  ntmrdl  impatience,  and  wKo  w'as  dill 
afraid  he  might  not  prove  to  be  that  fon  (he  (bnghtTor.  She 
had  fcarcc  ftrength  to  articulate  any  other  words  than  the 
foiiow  iug :  “  Well  then  !  arc  you  my  ibn  ?  have  1  been  de¬ 
ceived  ?  arc  you  not  iny  dear  fon?'*  ■  f 
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Tiif  officer’s  anAvcr  was  very  Ample,  and  agreeable  to  the 
\VM5C>  oF  M  rJani  de  Chauvigay  :  “  ^es/^faid  he,  ‘‘  I  am 
y  ri.  clilcd  1^:j,  and  the  author  of  all  your  uneafinefs  for  Co 
in  inv  yaars.  It' 1  hefitatcd  at  making  my felf  known  at  ArA, 
it  vN  .s  lieraufe  1  >vauted  to  be  aiTured,  I  ftiould  find  at  your 
:.::ccs  .1  v^ardon  lor  all  my  oflences  agaiiill  you,  and  that  you 
wo  !t  i  ilill  acknowledge  your  Ion  under  all  the  alterations, 
wliicli  lo  long  an  abfeiice  mull  have  occafioned  in  his  perfoa 
aiul  an|KMiMuce/’ 

FioV.i  tills  moiiiCnt  the  officer  >vas  received  by  Madam  de 
CliiMvigoy  Hs  the  eklefl  Ton  of  her  family;  and  this  fortunate 
mother  rclcbraled  Ins  return  by  great  rejoicings  and  enter- 
t  liirncnts,  whic  h  Ihc  gave  to  her  relations,  friends,  and  neigh  . 
bmrs.  Afterwards  file  prefen  ted  Claude  de  Verre  to  all  her 
(»ihpi  rf  l.ilio.is,  wlio  acknowledged  him  both  as  their  relation, 
aiui  thccldoft  ton  of  ad  am  de  Chauvigny.  Notwitbfiand* 

1 1;:,  they  i  nagiiied  they  faw  fomethirig  in  the  look,  the  ac* 
a:iu  the  manner  ;  in  fhort,  fomeihing  in  the  whole  de- 
pmnicnt  of  this  Claiitle  de  Verre  which  they  could  not  ac- 
(o'.'.t  for,  and  which  w'as  not  like  that  of  the  Claude  de 
W  ire  ilu  y  had  formerly  known  ;  yet,  as  in  every  thing  clfe 
1..  fa.rj>.)ricd  his  character  by  the  great  pretifion  and  juflncfs 
of  hi;  anfver^,  tlicy  thought  it  belter  to  rejeeft  all  fuch  doubts, 
H'ld  t;>  believe  that  abfcnce  and  age  had  brought  about  the 
alh  raiions  which  occafioned  them,  efpecially  in  the  air  of  his 
cf)  inteiiance  ;  and  they  received  him  every  where  with  great 
Je!n»>nflrai!oiis  of  friendfliip. 

However,  this  Claude  de  Verre,  in  the  courfe'  of  his  pro-' 
fceuings,  met  with  a  very  formidable  adverfary  hi  the  perfbn, 
<d’  a  hi  <>ther  of  Madam  de  Chauvigny's  :  this  was  one  M.  de 
l^icdfelon,  who  not  only  refuled  to  acknowdedge  him,  but, 
even  maintained  to  his  face,  and  to  his  mother^  that  he  was 
n.')t  Iiis  nephew,  but  an  impoftor  I  uckily  he  was  fiogular  iti 
his  ojiinion  ;  and  thus  Claude  de  \  erre  remained  in  i>oflcffion 
ol  ihe  confidence  of  his  other  relations,  of  James  de  Verre,^ 
and  ?.ladam  de  Chauvigny,  with  whom  he  (laid  for  (blue 
time. 

Claude  de  Verre  being  at  laft  obliged  to  join  his  regiment, 
carried  fames  to  make  the  campaign  with  him,  who  likewife  . 
followcci  him  to  Normandy,  where  he  was  ordered  into  wui« 
ier-.piarfers.  He  was  not  long  there,  Ixifore  he  entered  into* 
a  very  clofc  intimaty  with  one  M.  de  Dauple,  a  gentlemao 
ot  the  province. 

iM.  de  Dauple  had  a  daughter  who  Kved  with  him,  a  veiy 
handfome  young  lady ;  and  Claude  de^  Verre  became  ena 
moured  of  her  charms,  and  made  hit  ^dreflsf  $9  her.

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he  was  very  handfomc  in  his  perfon,  and  hefides  an  intimate 
friend  of  her  father\s,  the  young  lady,  fo  far  from  entertain, 
ing  any  relu<5tance,  was,  on  the  contrary,  quite  charmed  wiih 
his  merit  and  good  qualities ;  /he  confentetl  with  joy  to  the 
propofals  of  marriage  he  niade  her,  afluring  him,  that  her  fa. 
ther  would  find  his  requeft  very  agreeable. 

Claude  de  Verre,  eager  to  lie  happy  in  the  poflelTion  of 
IMadamoifelle  de  Dauple,  foon  obtained  the  confeni  of  her 
father  ;  a  private  couiract  of  marriage  afterwards  palTed  he. 
t'.vceu  them,  in  which  there  was  a  pretty  fiiigular  claufe, 
obliging  him  to  pay  M.idainoifcile  dc  Dauple,  in  cafe  of  fe. 
paiMtion,  a  eonfideiahle  fum  of  money.  James  de  Verre, 'as 
brotlier  of  the  bridegroom,  figned  iliis  contract,  wherein  no 
other  niC!!liou  was  nrulc  of  iNiadanx  de  Chauvigny,  than  that 
Hie  was  lie  id  ;  to  wifn  h  James  agreed  by  his  lilehcc,  and  it 
W  as  depoliicd  in  the  haiuis  of  a  notaiy. 

At  la^^,  the  marriage  between  Claude  de  Verre  and  Ma- 
clanioifellc  dc  Daiipie  was  folcn)niz.ed,  and  they  lived  togc. 
ther  till  the  drum  and  trumpet  made  a  fignal  for  their  fepa. 
ration  ;  when  Claude  tie  Verre  followed  his  regiment,  with 
vvhi<  h  he  continued  during  the  whole  campaign.  But,  in. 
{lead  of  returning  at  the  end  of  it,  to  pafs  the  winter  with 
his  wife,  he  went  to  JMadani  de  Chauvigny’s,  carrying  James 
de  V’erre  along  with  him.  ^ 

The  joy  .which  this  tender  mother  felt  was  inexpreff  blc ; 
again  Ihc  beheld  her  two  children,  but  efpecially  her  elded 
fon,  that  fon  lb  dear  to  her,  and  v^hofe  lofs  (he  had  fo  long 
liincnted.  Claude  de. Verre,  on  his  part,  feemed  to  exert 
iiimfelf  to  repair  lii.s  former  negleifl,  by  his  afliduity  about  his 
mother,- and  by  the  coinplaifarce  and  refpedt  which  he  (hew¬ 
ed' her.  But  during  Iris  (lay  at  Chauvigny,  he  notwithftand- 
ing  entered  into  a  very  tender  connection  w  ith  a  lady  at  Sau- 
inur,  who  w  as  young  and  beauliful,  of  an  honourable  family, 
and  a  fiiitable  fortune.  Claude  de  Verre  and  (lie  had  mutu. 
ally  conceived  a  padion  for  one  another,  and,  it  was  (aid,  bad 
carried  things  farther  than  thev  ought  to  have  done.  Be 
th  is,  how  ever,  as  it  may.  Madam  dc  Chauvigny  perceiving 
no  inequality- between  them,  whether  as  to  birth  or  fortune, 
and  dehroiis  to  fix  her  fon  at  home  w  ith  her,  w'as  no  (boner 
informed  of  the  tenderTentiments  he  entertained  for  Anne 
Allard  (that  was  the  young  lady^sname),  than  fl;c  detcrniin* 
cd  oil  bringing  about  a  marriage  between  them.  *
